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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments presented for the allowance of 
claims 1 , 5, 6 and 10-14 were considered; however, they were not convincing. The claim language states that "the control section 
computes an initial width of the movable range.... from its current position to an end of its possible motion" This limitation is clearly 
anticipated by Martin's reference. Martin clearly states in Col. 3, lines 41-53 that the "initial range includes two boundary values, a 
maximum value and a minimum value." Martin later states that "a sensor value representing a position of the manipulandum in the range 
of movement is received as the manipulandum is moved." From this explanation it is clear that the magnitude of the position of the 
manipulator is known. Furthermore, because the position of the manipulator is know, it is easily seen that a width exists between the 
known position of the manipulator and the position where it reaches the maximum and minimum thresholds. Therefore, a moveable range 
exists between the manipulators current position and its final destination. 
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
